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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant has submitted a Request for Reconsideration on March 12, 2007 of the 
rejections set out in the Final Office Action. No amendment to the claims has been proposed. 

The following comments are provided to respond to applicant's comments and to 
supplement the comments made in the Final Office Action. Applicant notes that there are 
disadvantages to sizing the workpiece greater than 30mm because this impacts the equipment, 
i.e., presses. The fact that there are disadvantages to sizing the equipment to handle workpieces 
of greater than 30mm does not negate the fact that such is still obvious to the skilled artisan. 
Furthermore, applicant's own admission in the specification indicates that it is a documented fact 
that these disadvantages have been "experienced" in prior equipment uses (see page 2, lines 21- 
23, of the specification) with workpieces over the claimed size. Accordingly, the skilled artisan 
is well aware of sizing equipment to accommodate desired sizes in the workpiece, even though 
there maybe disadvantages to doing so. The claims fail to specify features which overcome 
these drawbacks in sizing equipment to handle workpieces of greater than 30mm.
